She al.so married into 
an equally prominent family, be- 
coming the wife of John Johnson 
on March 16, 1839. She was one 
of four of the Hurnrickhousc chil- 
dren, who married into the John- 
son family. After their marriage 
they resided on a farm near Wal- 
honding, which was still owned by 
Mrs. Johnson at the time of her 
death and is known as the John- 
son farm. 
In 1S49 Mr. Johnson 


was p'ecled a delegation to the 
Ohio constitutional 
convention 


and was one of the 
men instru- 


mental in drawing up the constiln 
lion under which Ohio was govern 
<M| for so many years. During the 
convention they resided part 01 
the time in Cincinnati and part in 
Columbus. 
In l£v>0 JFr. Johnson 


was elected to congress and for 
four years they resided in Wash- 
ington. It was during the presi- 
dency 
of Fillmore and 
later of 


Pierce, and the stirring times of 
Daniel Webster and Henry Clay.

knew these and 


other eonspicious men of that day, 
personally and 
in later years 


charmed her friends with stories 
of those eventful days in the po- 
litical and social life of the onpi- 
tol.

is pursuing the method which it thinks will best promote the end in 
view. 


All of these efforts ;u-e beyond Ihe regularly constituted author- 


itics^for public road building. 
Jt is a citizen's movement intended 


to complement the work of the public officials. 
All of them have the 


same- end in view regardless of the means employed. 
All of them 


are alike good in that they indicate an unmistakable awakening of 
civic patriotism and pride. 


Movements of this kind d6 not end with the accomplishment of 


the work at hand. They bring about a better understanding among 
all the diverse elements of community life. On the one hand, they 
may result in showing those officials to whom are entrusted the work 
of public road making some things about their own jobs they did 
not know before. 
On the other, they may tend to soften the criti- 


cism which is heaped on these officials at all times by showing the 
general public in a direct manner the difficulties which beset the way 
to better roads in all counties with as rough topography as Coshoc- 
ton county has. 


And while the subject of good roads is under consideration we 


cannot refrain from brief mention of the split log drag. The Tri- 
bune is not qualified to deliver a lecture on the subject of road mak- 
ing. 
But common experience in hundreds of widely separated com- 


munities proves beyond doubt that the split log drag has contributed 


* more toward the economic maintenance of public highways than any 


one of the high priced implements of modern usage. 


In many parts of the sparsely settled -west it has been a Godsend 


to the people. For its adoption it does not require special acts of 
the legislature, bond issues or expensive educational campaigns to 
familiarize the average man with its practical advantages. 
A drag 


can be built or purchased anywhere from nothing to $20. Any one. 
ivbo can drive a team of horses can operate it. 


We "have often thought that its very simplicity and cheapness 


operated against its general use. We are so accustomed to spending 
vast sums of money for the betterment of our roads that AVC look 
with suspicion on a home made device of this kind which is actually 
revolutionary in its manifold benefits. 
If it were hard to obtain 


and expensive and covered with royalties and protected by patents, 
the- split log drag would find favor much more rapidly with the 
public. 


But regardless of this, or any other device, for the impro\einent 


of our roads, we -wish to commend the new spirit displayed by the 
people in every section of the county. Coshocton county is larger 
than the average county 
It is not thickly settled and it* topo- 


graphy is such as to make road building expensive at best. 
For 


these reasons a good roads campaign is not likely to be met with 
the encouragement and spirit of optimism hero that it is in more 
favored counties. 


For this reason our people are entitled to all the more credit 


for the civic spirit they arc displaying this spring. It is this spirit 
•which demands better schools, neater villages, better kept farm pro- 
perties and brighter and more wholesome community life in general. 
And this spirit not only develops the esthetic side of life, but in the 
end it justifies itself from the more sordid \iewpoint of dollars and 
cents. 


It is the- wish of The Tribune that its news columns might record 


a "Good Roads Day'' in the life of c<v ei'y community in Coshocton 
countv between now and May 1.
